A trio of experts will testify 
at an upcoming hearing in 
Crawford County District Court 
to determine whether two pit 
bulls will get the doggy death 
penalty or be reunited with 
their owners, 


Crawford County Chief. 


District/Probate Court Judge 
Monte J. Burmeister scheduled 
an evidentiary hearing for 8:30 
a.m. on Wednesday, Feb, 24, 
to determine the ultimate fate 
of Shelby and Riley, a pair of pit 
bulls owned by Dawn and Ken 
Minard. The pit bulls have been 
held at the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter for the last 14 
months at the expense of 
Crawford County taxpayers. 

Burmeister issued a stay on 
the court order to euthanize 
the pair of Staffordshire Terriers 
on Jan. 7, 2009, after the 
Minards hired Grayling attor- 
ney Miranda Bailey to appeal 
the case in Crawford County 
Circuit Court. 3A

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Escapee 
sent back 
to prison 


Man given maximum 
sentence because of 
prior record

A Grayling man who led police on a day- 
Jong manhunt in September was sent back 
to prison last week. 

46th Circuit Trial Court Judge Dennis F, 
Murphy ordered Timothy Wayne Round to 
serve cight to 15 years in prison on 
Tuesday, Jan. 19. 

Round was sentenced to serve three years 
and 10 months to 15 years with credit 239 
days served in jail for resisting and 
obstructing a police officer. He was sen- 
tenced to serve four to 15 years in prison 
for malicious destruction of police property 
with credit for 2419 served in jail for an inci- 
dent where he kicked a television stand in 
Crawford County Jail causing the television 
to fal} and be damaged. Finally, Round was 
sentenced to serve four to [5 years in jail 
for escaping jail while awaiting a trial ona 
felony charge. The escape charge will run 
concurrent to the two previous charges, 
resulting in the eight-year minimum sen- 
tence. 

Round escaped after a dentist. appoint 
mental Grayling Family Dentistry, located 
at 16064 Hartwick Pines Road (M-93) 
around 2:34 p.m. on Tuesday, Sept. 8. as he 
was being escorted by Lt. Randy 
Baerlocher from the Crawford County 
Sheriff's Office. Baerlocher was holding the 
door to the dentist office when Round 
decided to flee. 

The search for Round concluded 28 
hours later with his capture at 6:30 p.m, on 
Wednesday, Sept. 9 at a hunting camp 
located off of Roberts Road in Maple 
Forest Township. Department — of 
Correcuions Emergency Response Teams 
from Camp Lehman and the Standish 
Maximum Correction Facility, State Police 
and Crawford County Sheriffs Deputies 
located Round. A U.S. Coast Guard heli- 
copter, based out of Traverse City, also 
assisted with the search. 

Round’s sentencing was peppered with 
objections, imerruptions and stops while he 
attempted to clarify his pre-sentence inves- 
ligauion report with attorney Miranda 
Bailey.

A 20-year-old Grayling man was formal- 
ly charged for falling asleep at the wheel 
and running his vehicle into the AuSable 


Eye Care Clinic earlier this month. 
Crawford County District Court 
Magistrate Camarin Tatarico arraigned 


Kyle August English on three misdemeanor 
charges on Wednesday, Jan. 20. The 
charges are connected lo a property damage 
accident, which occurred at AuSable Eye 
Care located at 904 East Michigan Ave,, at 
5:58 p.m. on Saturday, Jan, 9, 

Grayling City Police Chief Doug Baum 
said a car driven by English was traveling 
south on Michigan Avenue when it jumped 
the curve, plowed through a snow bank and 
smashed into the building, 

English was charged with driving while 
license suspended-third offense, which car- 
ties a 93-day jail sentence. a $500 fine and 
immobilization of his vehicle. He also faces 
93 days in jail and a $500 fine for a charge 
of reckless driving. Finally, English was 
charged with failure to report an accident, 
which carries 93 days in jail and a $100 
fine, 

English opted to stand mute to the 
charges, and Talarico entered a not guilty 
plea on his behalf. He requested to be rep- 
resented by Houghton Lake attorney Dawn 


LaCasse, who is handling cases in 
Crawford County Circuit) Court and 
Crawford County District Court for 
English.

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Man draws year in jail 
for firing rifle at Camp 
Grayling buildings

A 20-year-old Grayling 
man, who shot rifle slugs 
into Camp Grayling build- 
ings and at a vehicle, was 
sentenced to serve a year in 
jail last week. 

46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Janet M. Allen 
ordered Erich David 
Christman to serve a year in 
jail for firing shots into two 
buildings on Camp 
Grayling's Multi Range 


Purpose Complex, located 


off of Jones Lake Road, and 
a shot fired into tailgate of a 
truck parked near the build- 
ings. 

The vandalism occurred 
during the evening hours of 
July 16, 2009, as Christman 
trespassed onto military 
property, shot out a light on 
a building, shot rounds into 
both ends of one building 
and shot rounds into the end 
of another building where 
three soldiers were located 
when the incident occurred. 
The truck, which Christman 
shot, was parked near the 
building where the troops 
were located. He was using 
a 22-caliber semi automatic 
rifle. 

Christman was arrested 
for malicious destruction of 
property to a building more 
than $2,000 but less than 
$10,000, felony firearms, 
(respassing upon a_ keylit 
facility, meaning a facility 
that was barricaded and 
marked to prevent illegal 
entry, and weapons- 
firearms-careless discharge- 
property damage over $50. 

In a plea agreement 
reached with the Crawford 


County Prosecutor's Office 
on Nov. 11, 2009, the felony 
firearms charge was 
dropped, which would have 
drawn a mandatory two- 
year consecutive prison sen- 
tence onto the = year 
Christman was ordered to 
serve in jail. 

Camp Grayling officers 
opted not to comment at 


Christman’s sentencing 
hearing.

Assistant Prosecutor Don 
Sommerfeld, however said, 
the act which Christman 
committed was senseless 
and deserved serious puni- 
tive sanctions. Sommerfeld 
added that it was senseless 
discharge of a firearm and 


-was pleased that no one in 


the building was injured. 

“This is very serious, and 
like I said before, I'm just 
glad that nobody got hurt,” 
Sommerfeld said. 

Rich  Jaskowski,’ a 
Grayling attorney represent- 
ing Christman, said his 
client was not aware people 
were tn the building at the 
time and he and his parents 
realized the danger he was 
putting himself in for a 
“dumb mistake.” 

“In retrospect, I think he 
realizes that he's lucky he 
didn't get killed that night,” 
Jaskowski said. “With the 
discharge of firearms on 
military bases, in this day 
and age with concerns 
regarding terrorism, the 
likely response would have 
been to return fire.” 

Allen reiterated the seri- 
ous nature of the offense 
before concluding 
Christman's sentencing 


r Less. 


hearing. 

“You're very lucky the 
soldiers did not return fire 
because Itkely you should 
have been killed for this 
senseless prank,” Allen said, 

Allen ordered Christman 
to pay $3,400 in restitution 
to Crawford County Clerk 
Sandra Moore. The funds 
will be used (o reimburse the 
Michigan National Guard 
for the damage caused. 

Christman was also 
ordered to undergo at psy- 
chological evaluation, 
placed on probation for two 
years and ordered to pay 
$574 in court costs and 
fines. 

Allen ordered Christman 
to seck employment or 
schooling after he is done 
with his jail stint, 

“You're going to have 
some time to think ‘about 
what you want to do with 
your future,” Allen said. 

Christman was allowed to 
serve his time in the 
Roscommon County Jail 
because his mother, Renee 
Christman, is a corrections 
officer for the Crawford 
County Sheriffs Office. 
Detective Sgt. Tim Lenhard 
of the Houghton Lake Post 
of the Michigan State Police 
handled the investigation of 
the case to avoid any per- 
ceived conflicts of interest 
with the Crawford County 
Sheriff's Office. 

Christman was apologetic 
while making his statement 
10 the court. 

“T apologize for any trou- 
ble that my actions have 
caused and it's been a real 
eye opening experience for 
me,” he said. 
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Evaluators will testify at hearing to

Crawford County Chief 
DistricU/Probate Court Judge 
Monte J. Burmeister sched- 
uled an evidentiary hearing 
for 8:30 a.m. on Wednesday, 
Feb, 24, to determine the ulti- 
mate fate of Shelby and 
Riley, a pair of pit bulls 
owned by Dawn and Ken 
Minard, The pit bulls have 
been held at the AuSable 
Valley Animal Shelter for the 
last 14 months at the expense 
of Crawford County taxpay- 
ers. 

The Minards received civil 
infractions for an incident 
that took place with their pit 
bulls on July 18, 2008. James 
Vernon Gardiner, who lives 
near the Sherwood Forest 
subdivision, was riding his 
mountain bike south from 
Pollack Bridge — Road. 
Gardiner left the roadway at 
the intersection of 
Tomahawk Trail and Little 
John Avenue and turned to 
travel on a dirt trail, which 
runs parallel to the railroad 
tracks. Gardiner said the two 
dogs aggressively 
approached him barking. He 
sprayed a water bottle at the 
dogs, pul his bike in front of 
him as a shield and eventual- 


ly fended them off with a 
stick as he backed into a yard 
of a nearby home before their 
owner called for the dogs. 
Gardiner said he was honest- 
ly afraid that he was going to 
be chewed up or bitten by the 
dogs and felt extremely for- 
tunate that he was not hurt in 
the incident. 

The Minards paid $275 in 
civil infraction fines for tick- 
ets issued by Crawford 
County Animal Control! 
Officer Gail Foguth. 

On Nov. 26, 2008, the 
Minards were summoned 
into court for a show cause 
hearing to determine why the 
dogs should not be consid- 
ered dangerous and eutha- 
nized. 

Former Crawford County 
Assistant Prosecutor Dave 
Sabin represented the county. 
Foguth testified at the hear- 
ing and testimony from Lt. 
Col. Gardiner, the assistant 
post commander at Camp 
Grayling, was taken while he 
was serving in Iraq. 

Burmeister determined the 
dogs were dangerous ani- 
mals. He ordered Foguth to 
seize the dogs and put them 
in the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter. The initial date to 
euthanize the animals was set 
for Dec. 18, 2008. 

Burmeister issued a stay 
on the court order to eutha- 
nize the pair of Staffordshire 


Terriers on Jan, 7, 2009, after 


the Minards hired Grayling 
attorney Miranda Bailey to 


appeal the case in Crawford 
County Circuit Court. 

46th Trial Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy vacated 


the euthanasia order on Oct. - 


5, 2009. 

Murphy remanded the case 
back to Crawford County 
District Court for further 
consideration and directed 
Burmeister to review any 
new evidence in the case 
under the Dog Law of 1919 
and Dangerous Animals Act 
as one issue instead of view- 
ing elements of the laws sep- 
arately. 

Grayling Attorney Todd 
Nye, whose law firm was 


appointed as special prosecu-° 


tors for the case, had Jason 
Major, an applied animal 
behaviorist and owner of 
SongDog = Training = & 
Behavioral Services — in 
Gaylord, evaluate the dogs. 
A letter from Major says 
he believes the dogs are dan- 
gerous and are likely to cause 
injury or death in the future. 
Major, however, did not sup- 
ply an evaluation report to 
the Minards by a Dec. 31 
deadline set by Burmeister. 
Ala status hearing held on 
Thursday, Jan. 21, Nye sub- 
mitted a copy of Major's 
report to Richard C. Angelo 
Jr. an attorney now repre- 
senting the Minards in the 
case. Angelo specializes in 


handling cases involving 
dangerous animals, cases 
that are breed specific. 


including pit bulls. and ts 


appointed to the animal Jaw 
section of the Michigan State 
Bar. 

Angelo had the pit bulls 
evaluated by certified dog 
evaluators Khristine Conklin 
and Maria [liopoulou. 

Since the Minards retained 
a new attorney and the dogs 
have been evaluated for their 
defense, Burmeister said the 
Dec. 31 deadline was no 
longer appropriate in the 
case. 

Now, Major will testify on 
behalf of Crawford County 
while Conklin and [liopoulou 
will testify for the Minards. 

“We have two experts who 
are very reputable and when 
they come up and testify, 
hopefully this can all be put 
to rest,” Angelo said. 

Burmeister ordered 
Angelo to provide copies of 
his evaluation reports to Nyc 
for preparation for the hear- 
ing. 

“The reports are what they 
are,” Angelo said. “The eval- 
uators aren't going to say 
anything different.” 

Angelo said he also may 
call Cheryl Postma, director 
of the AuSable — Valley 
Animal Shelter, to testify at 
the hearing. 

Dawn Minard said Shelby 
and Riley are the missing 
link trom their family over 
the past year and she gels 
saddened when she walks by 
their beds. 

“We just want them home 
and this over with.” she said. 


Jail escapee given maximum prison sentence

First, Round sought to 
have the escape charge 
changed to escape from cus- 
lody, which would have low- 
ered the charge to a misde- 
meanor, Murphy overruled, 
stating that Round escaped 
with out being released 
through the due process of 
the legal system and the 
charge and the state statute 
had to match. 

Next, Round objected to 
statements in the report that 
said he had probation viola- 
tions in the late 1990s, which 
resulted in his first outburst. 

“Give me my cight to 15 
years and let me get the hell 
outof here,” Round said. 

After going — through 
reports with Batley outside 
the = courtroom, — Round 
acknowledged that he turned 
himself in for a probation 
violation in Macomb County, 
but still contended that he 
never violated parole on pre- 
vious charges. 

“Either way it's still an 
arrest for a probation viola- 
tion” Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everette “Trey” 
Ayers said. 

Bailey then tried to get 
information stricken from the 
record regarding the resisting 
and obstructing police 
charge. In a plea agreement, 
a home invasion second- 
degree charge against Round 
was dismissed. Ayers said 
that when Crawford County 
Sheriff's Deputy came to 
arrest. Round on May 24. 
2009, he resisted, had to be 
taken down and was. then 
taken into custody. Murphy 
overruled Bailey's objection. 
saying the officer was on the 
property for lawful purposes. 

Round sought to have 
information included in the 
report stating he has a prob- 
lem with alcohol abuse. 

“Tm an alcoholic to the 
day I die.” said Round, who 
plans to continue attending 
Alcoholics Anonymous 
meetings §S prison, 

Round objected to a state- 
ment in the report stating he 
was addicted to — crack 
cocaine and said he despised 
cIruges USC. 

Finally, Round said he 
entered himself into the 
Sacred Heart’ Rehabilitation 
Center Inc. in) Memphis, 
Mich. for a 28-day stay. 

“T entered myself into an 
alcohol treatment: program 
because 4l knew my alcohol 
addiction was getting out of 
control,” he said. 

Murphy left the status of 


ee 6 


the treatment as unconfirmed 
as it was stated in a previous 
sentencing report. 

Bailey asked Murphy to 
avoid sentencing Round to 
the maximum prison recom- 
mendations. She said that 
sentencing Round to four to 
15 years to prison for damag- 
ing a television that was sull 
operable and four years old 
seemed extreme. Finally, 
Bailey said that Round had 
been compliant, they had 
good working resationship 
and he was courteous. 

While making a statement 
on his own behalf, Round 
was at first concitatory and 
apologetic. He said he was 
“childish” and “idiotic” dur- 
ing previous appearances in 
court. He apologized to 
Houghton Lake — attorney 
Dawn LaCasse, who initially 
represented him in the case, 
for using explicit and vulgar 
language to voice his dissat- 
isfaction with her work on 
his case. 

Round said he was not 
thinking rationally when he 
fled police custody — in 
September. 

“When I ran - I did not 
have any intention of running 
- | just ran,” Round said, as 
he asked for lentency. 

Ayers said that Round has 
along history of assault and 
home invasion crimes. 

“He is a menace and a dan- 
ger,” Ayers said. 

Further, Ayers noted that 
the victim of the home inva- 
sion crime was so scared of 
Round, she did not want to 
lake any part in the semtenc- 
ing hearing. 

“He doesn't deserve a 
break, not for this history and 
not for what he did.’ Ayers 
said. 

Murphy said he was con- 
strained by the sentencing 
guidelines, which were 
scored at the highest level 
because of Round's previous 
criminal history. 

Round claimed he had 
lived with the victim of the 
home invasion charge for a 
year and had never laid a 
hand on her. 

As Murphy handed down 
the sentences, Round lashed 
out at Ayers, Murphy and the 
victim's family with explicit 
language. 

When ordered to pay $109 
in restitution for the damaged 
television and $384 in fines 
and court costs, Round said, 
“Cl pay with my time - cight 
years.” 

As the hearing concluded, 
Round turned toward Ayers 


and said, “I'll see you when | 
get oul” 

Round denied making the 
statement, claiming he said, 
“Thanks for the sentence.” 

Murphy reiterated a warn- 
ing that he would not allow 


any mumbling in the court- 
room as Round was taken 
back to the Crawford County 
Jail by Baihtf Capt. Art 
Clough. 

“See you Jater” Murphy 
said. “You're welcome.”

Stopping abusive overdraft fees 


Not long ago, a mother 
from Fort Gratiot, near Port 
Huron, wrote to my office. 
Her son, she wrote, had 
opened a bank account and 
gotten a debit card to use for 
ATM withdrawals and day- 
to-day purchases — a cup of 
coffee, gas at the local fill- 
ing station. 

But then they noticed 
some unusual items on the 
young man’s bank. state- 
ment. He was racking up 
fees — big fees — because he 
had overdrawn his bank 
account by smal] amounts 
when making debit card 
purchases, 

“On several occasions, he 
generated over $100 in 
overdraft fees where the 
actual amount of the insuffi- 
cient funds was less than 
$20," this worried mom 
wrote. “We would observe 
that he had just bought the 
world’s most expensive cup 
of coffee for example, if a 
$3 charge generated a $35 


overdratt fee, so that cup of 


coffee ended 
$38." 

Charging $100 in fees for 
a $20 shortage is nothing 
short of abusive. That's 
why [ve joined Sen, Chris 
Dodd, Chairman of the 
Senate Banking Committee, 
on a bill to rein in the exces- 
sive fees banks charge for 
often tiny overdrafts, and to 
prevent banks from impos- 
ing overdraft coverage 
unless a consumer asks for 
If, 


up costing 


This bill is a companion 


to the Credit Card 
Accountability, © Respon- 
sibility, and Disclosure Act 
of 2009, which President 
Obama signed into law ear- 
lier this year and which tar- 
gets unfair credit card prac- 
tices. Just as banks have 
sought to squeeze exorbi- 
tant fees out of their credit 
card customers, they have 
used outrageous overdraft 
fees on debit cards to boost 
profits while unfairly pun- 
ishing consumers. These 
tactics are all the more 
unfair because many con- 
sumers have turned to debit 
cards as a way to safely and 
conveniently make purchas- 
es without the risk of debt 
that a credit card entails, 

Many banks refuse to 
allow consumers to turn 
down overdraft coverage 
and will not stop accepting 
debit charges after a con- 
sumer’s funds are exhaust- 
ed. Many charge overdraft 
fees on transactions that the 
bank could easily decline, 
such as ATM withdrawals. 
Some manipulate the order 
in which they process trans- 
actions to increase the num- 
ber of overdrafts for which 
they can charge fees ~ fees 
they often charge several 
limes in a single day. The 
fees they charge can be far 
out of proportion to the cost 
of covering an overdraft. 
Sadly, that $38 cup of cof- 
fee is all too common. 

The bill to end such abu- 
sive practices would: 

* Require banks to get 


consumers’ consent before 
enrolling them in overdraft 
coverage, and prohibit giv- 
ing customers who decline 
coverage less favorable 
terms on their accounts. 

* Limit the number of 
overdraft fees banks could 
charge to no more than one 
a month and six a year, and 
require those fees to be pro- 
portional to the — bank's 
costs. 

* Prohibit the practice of 
manipulating the order in 
which transactions — are 
processed in’ order to 
increase fees, 

* Require banks to noti- 
fy customers when they 
overdraw an account by the 
method of the customer's 
choice ~ e-mail, text mes- 
sage or letter. 

* Require a warning to 
consumers about to over- 
draw their account at an 


‘ATM or bank branch. The 


bill would not require such 
warnings in ordinary store 
transactions, but would 
direct. the Government 
Accountability Office to 
study whether such warn- 
ings are feasible. 

* Require banks to clear- 
ly disclose the fees they 
charge. 

Families are facing plenty 
of economic — hardship 
already. They should not 
have to deal with outra- 
geous overdraft fees and 
deceptive practices, This is 
one more set of abusive 
banking practices — that 
Congress should end.
